In 185(3 he had an at- 
tack of yellow fever, contracted while 
attending tho sick, and though tem- 
porarily recovering, he died of the 
eile. tsof the disease on the 4ih of 
May, 1857, at Natchez, Miss. He was 
a man of the most ardent pietv and 
untiring zeal, thoroughly consecrated 
to his Masters work.

Mr. Todd, the Rev. Robert 
F.Caldwell was called to supply the 
church. He began his long and faith- 
ful ministry as stated supply ou the 
7th of July, 1839. His first sermon 
was from the text Mat V.— 14. "Ye 
are the light of the world." On No- 
vember 1, 1840, he was installed pas- 
tor of the church by Revs. Dr. C. 
Grundy and John T, Hendrick, com- 
mittee from Ebenezer Presbytery. 
Dr. Grundy preached the sermon ana 
Dr. Hendrick proposed the questions 
and delivered the charge. Mr. Cald- 
well continued pastor of the church 
until 24th December, 1854, on which 
lay he preached his last regular ser- 
mon in this church, closing a faithful 
and laborious ministry of fifteen years. 
His many excellent qualities, both as 
preacher and pastor, are too well 
known to need any comment. From 
this date to 1861 the church was with- 
out any regular pastor or preaching. 
The Rev. II. P. Thompson preached 
here during 1857 as stated supply, 
and Rev . William George during the 
summer of 1860 and Mr. Caldwell oc- 
casionally during the other years. 

The church had been greatly reduc- 
duced by death, removals aud disniis- 
•ion of members to other churches, so 
that iu 18C1 the roll showed less than 
twenty living members. 

On the 1st |April, 1861, the Rev. 
William George was called to become 
pastor, giving hall of his time to the 
church.*. He accepted the call and be- 
gan his regular ministry here on the 
id Sabbath of June, 18<U . His 
first sermon was on the 1st Cor. II.— 2 
Fori determined not to know any- 
thing among you save Jesus Chtist 
and him crucified."

This narrative would not be com- 
plete without some more particular

Price Howe, 
the pastor, assisted by his brother, 
John Howe, and Dr. Campbell, John 
Lyle and Barton W. Stone, who was 
at that time a member of tho Presby- 
terian church. 
The next great revival of which wi

Tobe Mitchell Given Two Tears. 

The case of the Commonwealth 
In Fulton county against A. T. 
Mitchell, charged with false swearing, 
the case was tried last week and the 
jury found a verdict against him and 
fixed his punishment in ihe peniten- 
tiary for a term of two years. He at 
once applied for a new trial which 
was greuted. This is evidence that 
the Court did not believe the verdict 
a just one. For the enlightenment of 
our readers wo slate the case as given 
to us by one conversant with the 
facts : 

Mr. Mitchell was cashier of the Ful- 
ton Bank, and testified as to the stand- 
ing of one of his depositor's accounts 
with the bank. His credits were 
properly given, and concerning this 
no question was made. Also the de- 
bits were correctly made and were 
not questioned, but in making bis 
statement 'under oath the amount 
was given different from what the 
books showed, caused by a numerical 
error in subtraction and because 
of this Mr. Mitchell was charged for 
false swearing. This is the third 
time he has been granted a new trial. 

Judge Isaac M. Vanarsdell died ai 
his home on Queeu street, in this city, 
on Saturday evening. Judge Vanars- 
dell was 52 years r ' age, and in all the 
years of his life he nad borne among 
his fellowmen Ihe reputation of an 
honest man. He leaves a wife (uee 
Emma C. Shubert) lo whom he was 
married in 1878, and three sons to 
mourn his loss. 

Born and raised in Bath county, he 
moved to Menefee county, where he 
served two terms as County Judge 
and one term as County and Circuit 
Clerk . He discharged his public 
duties with credit aud fidelity . Four- 
teen years ago he was stricken with 
paralysis, and since that tirne.although 
almost continuously chained to his 
chair, he bravely and manfully kept 
up his struggle lo win for his family 
the necessities of life. His was the 
brave aud manly struggle of a manly 
man against most adverse fate. His 
life is a shining example of the 
strength of manly courage, that 
against such overwhelming odds, has 
built up from its utter desolation, the 
lair Southland, till now it blossoms as 
the rose. His life, too, puts to Ihe 
blush those who arc inclined to mur- 
mur at the small ills that have fallen 
to them. His manly life is well worth 
a study at the hands of all of us. 
And the example it gives to the world 
well worthy of imitation. 

For some weeks past, he had been 
been confined to his bed, but was 
slightly improved. On Saturdax 
evening he was sitting in his chair 
and had eaten his supper. His devo- 
ted wife retired to the dining room to 
join Ihe rest ol the family in the even- 
ing meal, but was scarcely seated till 
she heard a noise iu his room. They 
ran to him, but found, that in the dim 
light, he had reached for a bottle Of 
medicine he was accustomed to take 
after eating, and had uuwittiiigl\ 
swallowed Carbolic Acid instead. He 
only lived some twenty minutes. 

Hisfuueral was preached at the 
at the Christian church yesterda> 
afternoon, and he was afterward 
buried by the members of the Con- 
federate Veteran Assoc.iation.iu Mach 
pelah Cemetery, he having solved 
withcrejit in the Niuth Kcntuck\ 
Confederate Cavalry.

A.t the average market price these two 
billion bushels are worth f 1,000,000,- 
000, or about ten times as much as 
the gold production of the whole 
world for a year. A severe drouth 
has greatly reduced the yield. 

"The reports cover the States of 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota. 
Iowa, MlHoori, Kansas, Nebraska 
and South Dekota. 

These twelve States include the 
great corn belt of the United States, 
and In an average year produce 75 
percent, of the corn orop. The Gov- 
ernment report makes the yield this 
year 1.100,000,000 bushels, but most 
all ot the corn authorities say this is 

These reports indicate about two- 
thirds of au average crop, or in the 
neighborhood of 1,300,000,000. The 
greatest reduction has been in the 
States west of the Mississippi, and 
their loss has been heavy. Kansas, 
which raised more than 150,000,000 
in a good year, reports only 42,000,- 
000 bushels; but the States east of the 
Mississippi, where rain is a more cer- 
tain quantity, pull up the average."

This is the Time to begiu with an 
incubator. Which is the better, the 
hen or the incubator, tor hatching 
Such is the usual inquiry. It may be 
stated in reply that they do not conflict 
in any respect, and arc iu uo mannei 
connected. The incubator can b< 
made to do service at any time, while 
the hen will uot hatch a brood until 
she is so inclined. Then, again, hens 
do not all become broody at once, 
hcuce the chicks are of all ages and 
sizes until they reach tho market, and 
as the hens may not begiu to incubate 
before spring, no chicks may 
hatched for the early market at 
With the incubator the case is 
ferent. It can be operated when 
other work is pressing, and the chicks 
will bring higher prices because thov 
can bo hatched to reach the market 
when the demand is greatest. Pro- 
cure the small size incubator, experi- 
ment and learn before beginning for 
the season. Beginners should invest 
but little the first year. One must 
learn to manage the chicks after they 
are hatched, and there is much to learn 
that can only be gained by practic and 
experience.— Mirror and Farmer.
